In the end the 16-article docu­ 
ment rode through the council vir­ 
tually without change from the ver­ 
sion first made public by President 
T rum an.

The council’s approval, virtually 
assured when Moscow dispatched a 
surprise note of acceptance to W ash­ 
ington on the eve of council con­ 
sideration, climaxed five m onths of 
study and negotiations. 
In its note to the United Status, 
the Krem lin laid great em phasis on 
the m ajor role played by Ame: lea in
